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REPUBLICANISM WEATHER-PROOF. 


MISSOURI, WISCONSIN, KENTUCKY. 


Last evening had been looked forward to by our 
Republicans with eagerness, as the occasion 
promised and coveted of listening to the gallant 
champion of Free Labor in Missouri.

Douglas was compelleff to embrace by the 


threats of that red-handed Dave Atchison, for 


the avowed purpose of putting slavery in all the 
Territories; glanced at the history of Kan- 


sas and the disorders, insults and outrages to 


which Mr. Dougias’ fatal measure gave rise; 
examined the effect of the Dred Scott decision 
upon the political states of the Frge States as 
well as the Territories; and concluded by re- 
counting the efforts of the emancipationists 
in Missouri and an explanation of their 
position and prospects. During the whole 
of bis apeech, portions of . whieh 
were specially devoted to Mr. Doug- 


las, he was loudly applauded and occasion- 


ally rapturousiy cheered. His denunciation 
of the Illinois Senator and of the dough-faces 
of the North, was telling and savage. His ef- 
fort abouuded in sharp and hard hits, eloquent 
passages, and frequent fierce denunciations,— 


all maintaining the high reputation which had 


preceded him in this city and throughout the 
Northwest. It was probably one of the most ef- 
fective speeches which will be heard durlug this 


| campaign; and if it does not open the eyes and 


arouse the feelings of the Douglasites who were 


gathered there to listen, truth and eloquence for 


them have lost their power. Though the Repab- 
licansof the North do not agree with Mr. Blair

A few days since | left Heidelberg to spend 
the vacation in the most beautiful and interest- 
ing part of Germany. As Frankfurt is the first 
city of considerable importance on my route, I 
will make it the first object of your attention. 
Frankfurt is a Free City, has a population of 
seventy thousand souls, and is moreover the 
seat of the German Diel It bas ten square 
miles ot territory, whose boundaries are marked 
by mediocre towers. Here the Emperors of 
Germany were crowned, and here was centered 
the power that held all Europe in sway. It is 
neutral ground, where friend and foe may meet 
under the same rights, and where the difliculties 
between contending nations are settled. 

But above all Frankfurt is celebrated for its 
commerce. It is the entrepot of Central Eu- 
rope, receiving the productions of every coun- 
try in the world, and distributing them in 
France, Germany and Russia. The innumerable 


channels of commerce empty their wealth into 


its warehouses, and tradesmen from the veigh- 


boring lands come here to replenish their 


smaller stocks of goods. Frankfurt is to them 


what New York is to the Western merchants. 
Ite business men are among the richest and 
most enterprising on the Uontinent. I need 
mention only the name of Rothschild to prove 
thie statement. Here they were born, in the 
narrow Jew’ s street, and bere they learned those 
business habits which enabled them to become 
the richest men in the world. Two hours’ dis- 


tance by the railway from Frankfurt (near 


Heidelberg) John Jacob Astor was born, & poor 
peasant lad, who, while young, went with the 
crowd of emigrants to seek his fortune in the 
wilds of America. So the rose 
from the dirtiest, most miserable part of Frank- 
fart, at atime when the Jews were laboring un- 
der the most tyran ical oppression, and by the 
never-failing influence of money, did much to- 
wards improving the condition of their country- 
men. The advantages which this city enjoys, 
as a central point for commerce, attracted a 


great number of Jews, who converted all the 


narrow streets and alleys into money changers, 
pewn-brokers, reg-pedlars and clothiers’ quar- 
ters. Here, as at Rome, they were locked up 
in their part of the city, separated by gates, at 
an early hour every night, and many tyrannical 
laws were enacted against them—laws under 
whose burden no people but the Hebrew could 
remain upright-and they were supported by 
the love of gain, which ektinguished every 
other feeling or sentiment in their breasts. 
Among other oppressive laws was one which 
limited the number of marriages during the 
year to thirteen, and which existed until 1834. 
This unreasonable hatred is however gradually 
disappearing; the sons of Abraham are per- 
mitted to reside where they wish, and marry 
when they have a desire or an opportunity. 
The Jews’ Quarter retains still its ancient 
ebaracter. The houses are sufficiently irregular 
to drive an architect to madness; gabies, 
crooked windows, low doorways, high pe aked 
roofs and defunct chimneys, are heaped to- 
gether in such a confused mass, that he would 
tar more easily find his way out of a labyrinth 
than discover by what rules of architecture 
comfort, convenience or beauty had been as- 


signed to those edifices. Some are of stone, 


others of brick, and not a few of wood, but all 
are dirty beyond comparison, rotten and de- 
erepit through age, so that you wonder in pass- 
ing how they could have existed so long, and 
why they do not sink beneath the load of filth, 
old clothes, deformed things, living and inani- 
mate, with whieh they are filled. Children, 
some half grown, others in swaddling clothes 
like mariners ready to be embalmed, are in the 
passage and before the shops, around you and 
beneath you, announcing the fact of their ex- 
istence by many unmistakable sings. Sus- 
picious looking men, supposing that you have 
met with some misfortune and are too proud 
to confess it, inform you secretly that they are 
prepared to receive anything, from a horse to 
tooth-brush ; and occasionally you feel com- 
pensated for the vexations and foul atmosphere 
that you have endared by a glance from one of 
Abrabam’s daughters, the depth of whose eyes 
yeu would vainly explore, and whose smiles 
fairly drive away the vapors. Cunning trades- 
men live here, who demand exorbitent prices 
for their wares, but are contented with half as 
much; rich men wear rags that they may more 
surely find the way to compassion, and all, like 
a community of spiders, play their parts well, 
on the watch for unfortunate flies that stray into 
their well prepared webs. 
The modern part of the city, on the other 
hand, presents quite a different appearance, 
There merchant princes, who have teiled with 
perseverance up the hill to wealth, and flually 
retired from the busy scene of their labors, 
have built their palaces. The streets are clean 
and in excellent order, everything tells of 
luxury and elegance. The hotels are of 
the first class, the shops display 3 
greater abundance and variety of the world’s 
prodactions than many a larger city can boast 
of. One of the annual fairs is now held at 
Frankfurt. In the public squares temporary 
booths are erected to receive the articles to be 
exposed for sale. There they remain for seve- 
ral weeks, adding a new feature to the city. 
These fairs are not so important as those of 
England and America. One-fifth of the booths 
are pipe shops, and one-third toy-shops! The

Wonderfal pictures of contests with 
wild bears and alligators, in the Barnum style, 
are hung up for public admiration, while the 
owner enumerates to a crowd of youth the vir- 
tues of a monkey, or relates his adventures at 
the North Pole. . 
Amidst the throng of Swiss, Bohemians 
Tyrolese, I was surprised to see three lezzaroni 
from Naples, with their bag pipes and reeds. 
These fellows, who make a pilgrimage to Rome 
every year before Christmas in great numbers, 
to play before the Virgin’s shrines, in imitation 


of the shepherds who went to Bethlehem, had 


wandered to the cold north. They knew no 
language but their own Neapolitan dialect, yet 
they persevered, and drove a profitable busi- 
ness among the hated TZedeschi. Every one 
stared at them, smiling at their queer gestures 
and outlandish attempts to produce harmonious 
sounds, 

The buildings and monuments now claim our 
atten ion. The cathedral is remarkable only 
for its gothic architecture and high tower that 
has remained nearly five centuries un- 
finished. The gallery of old painting and mu- 
seum of natural history contain many interest- 
ing objects, which are to be seen rather than 
described. The Town House contains a collec- 
tion of portraits of German Emperors, and the 
room in which they were chosen is now occu- 
pied by the Frankfurt Senate. There are two 
fine clab houses in Frankfurt after the London 
style. The principal pepers in Europe are taken 
—they have rooms for billiard and card-playing 
and dining halls. Every luxury is at band, so 
that fora small sum (about thirty dollars) paid 
annually, you may enjoy your evenings as com- 
fortably as at home. Nearly every large town 
in Germany has one or more clubs, where one 
may spend a leisure hour, Most of them have 
gardens for summer, and ball rooms in which 
concert or balls are given every fortnight. 

_A monument to Goethe stands in the Allee, a 
public promenade lined with trees. The statue 
is of bronze, a very noble figure, and on the pe- 
destal are bag reliefs, the subjects of which are 
taken from his works. The poet was born ina 
neighboring street, only a few hundred yards 
from this spot. The house is like the other old 
houses, with high sharp roof, and the upper 
stories slightly projecting. His father’s coat of
